RIZZO was asked whether or not he had ever been associated with 
WILLIAM COVELLI in any type of business and RIZZO declined to 
answer and claimed that in his opinion such background informa- 
tion was. not pertinent to the investigation concerning COVELLI's 
alleged abduction. RIZZO also declined to answer as to whether 
or not he had ever any interests with WILLIAM COVELLI in any 
form of gambling activities, and he declined to answer whether 
or not he had any interests in any current gambling activities. 
RIZZO was also asked as to whether or not he had ever 
participated in running any type.of a gambling game, and he 
stated he declined to answer on the basis of prior ааа 
received from his attorney. 


RIZZO was. asked concerning the identities of various 
individuals who are believed to be associated with WILLIAM COVELLI 
or relations of COVELLI, and RIZZO identified JEFF COVELLI as 
WILLIAM COVELLI's brother whom he has known for approximately 
12 to 15 years, RIZZO stated that he believed that at one time 
JEFF COVELLI and WILLIAM COVELLI had been in the vending machine 
business together but had mutually decided to sell their interests. 
With respect to AL ALBANA, RIZZO described him as an individual 
whom he has seen hanging around. Greco's Restaurant in Kenosha 
and whom he has known for about four or five years. RIZZO was 
asked whether or not AL ALBANA had ever worked for him, and 
RIZZO replied, "You're getting off the track." RIZZO was shown 
a photograph of STEVE DE SALVO, and RIZZO advised that he knows 
who DE SALVO is when he sees him but is not well acquainted with 
him, RIZZO further stated that he does not recall ever having 
seen DE SALVO in Kenosha, Wisconsin, RIZZO described FRANK 
JANNUZZI as an individual he has known for approximately thirty. 
years and as an individual whom he used to see at Kenosha, 
Wisconsin, occasionally every week, but RIZZO declined to mention 
the circumstances under which he had seen JANNUZZI, RIZZO said 
that he never had observed JANNUZZI gambling, did not know that 
JANNUZZI ever gambled and described JANNUZZI as an individual 
who was constantly down on his luck and to whom RIZZO would 
occasionally give his "handout." RIZZO denied that —— 
had ever been employed by him for any reason, 


RIZZO stated that he has known FRANK BALISTRIERI 


of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, for perhaps twenty to twenty-five 
years and does not know exactly how he became acquainted with 
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FRANK BALISTRIERI except that һе originally met him. іп Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. RIZZO denied knowing any of the details concerning 
BALISTRIERI's background or his interests in various business 
undertakings. When shown a photograph of JOSEPH GURERA, RIZZO 
at first did not say whether he knew GURERA but commented, "He 
looks like a Mexican." When.asked whether or not he knew 
GURERA or had ever met him, RIZZO stated that he could. not 
recall. RIZZO was asked whether or not he had ever been 
arrested for any reason, and he declined to comment. Various 
questions were asked of RIZZO, most of which he declined to 
answer and would repeatedly reply by saying, "Youre off.the 
track" or "Who do you like in the third race?" RIZZO claimed 
that he was unable to recall when or how frequently he. visited 
Milwaukee, and he stated he.could not recall whether or not he' 
was in Milwaukee near the end of 1962 or in early 1963.

in order to take the pressure off him. He advised that COVELLI 
‘knew that he was under intense pressure by the FBI with regard
